c. Bruce Brown and Jeff Stevens requested updated FBA information from the City and did 

an informal update since the FBA will not be updated by the City until Community Plan 

update is done. Found a couple of errors – Industrial in Hanson property had more acres 

(92) than were in their master plan (52), however 300 additional housing units make up 

for it (FBA was conservative). Stone Creek area still shown as industrial and much earlier 

in the plan than actual development. This makes cash flow look better than it is. 

However, assuming cost estimates are accurate and the field house is built later, there is 

enough money to do Community park phase 2, Salk and Wangenheim. Carroll Canyon 

Road needs a new cost estimate.
